‘of all as a human recor 
pk ‘For much of the Bible, 
though by no means all of it, is 
history. This is true for the Books 
of Moses, of Samuel and/or Kings, 
of some of the Prophets, of Mac- 
cabees (not in most Protestant 
versions), of the four Gospels and 
the Acts of the Apostles. 

For the life and teaching of 
Christ, historians turn first to the 
four accounts we call the Gospels. 
Historians study them not as im- 
sired, but as merely human re- 
erdings. They scrutinize the lan- 
guage, they examine every detail, 
they apply every possible test for 
suthorship, time of composition, 
dependability, and every other 
angle. 

They compare the oldest texts 
we have with quotations found in 
early writers. They study every 
reference, such as the earhest 
scrap of writing that mentions the 
Gospels and their writers, the. Mu- 
ratorian fragment which scienti- 
fic study has dated at about 200 
AD. They take nothing for grant- 
ed that can be tested. 

Once satisfied with the genuine 
character of the accounts, they be- 
gin the study of the life of Christ, 
or rather with the four accounts 
of the life of Christ which the 
Gospels are. Each contains things 
that are not recorded in the others. 
There are differences in the way 
events are presented and many 
small points that have to be stud- 
ied, explained and reconciled.

The first three sccounts—of St. 
Matthew, St. Mark and St. Luke— 
are alike in that they present 
mostly the actions or events in the 
life of Jesus, while the fourth 
Gospel of St. John devotes most 
of its space to what He Ng ka 
Since it. is certain that St. John 
wrote -Iast and was probably ac- 
preter with the accounts of St. 

atthew and St. Luke and possibly 
even with that of St. Mark, it is 
likely that he set out to supply 
all that he could of what they had 


omitted. 


Genuine And Authentic 5 


According to the best authori- 
ties, including many who were not 
friendly to religion, the accounts 
are genuine and authentic. They 
are real accounts of actual events 
written by the men whose names 
they bear. St. Matthew wrote ori- 
ginally in Aramaic, the everyday 
language ‘of the Jews in Christ’s 
time. And he wrote his account 
fc. the Jews, to whom the impor- 
tant thing was the fulfilment of 


the prophecies about~the Messiah. 


Matthew’s narrative is careful to 
point out such fulfilment in the 
record he wrote. Even when trans- 
lated into Greek and Latin, his 
Gospel retains many expressions 
peegliar to the original language 
of composition as well as_ the 
names for army officers, monies, 
and other things. A’ one-time tax 
collector, he was the first to write 
the Master’s life, probably only

Paul. He gets a mention in St. 
Paul’s letters and seems to have 
acted as a kind of secretary to 
Peter in Rome. He later became 
the Bishop of Alexandria in 
Egypt. He wrote in Greek, which 
was commonly used in the East 
and pretty widely in Rome. Yet 
we find him using the Roman 
names for coins and army rank 
and with a special emphasis on 
Peter’s. shortcomings which would 
have been in keeping with what 
we know about the Fisherman. It 
is also the briefest account of the 
four, reflecting the matter-of-fact, 
straight-to-the-point manner of 
the working man. There are many 
other items to back up these con- 
clusions about the Gospel as St. 
Mark wrote it. 


Luke, The Physician 


St. Luke was a convert and dis- 
ciple of St. Paul. He wrote also 
the Acts of the Apostles. Mark, 
as a boy, may possibly have seen 
Jesus; Luke certainly never did. 
Authorities think that the body of 
his account came from the preach- 
ing of St. Paul, with some influ- 


ence and information from St. 
John who came to Ephesus after 
St. Paul’s mission there and with 
whom Our Lady lived after the 


and John, St. Luke wrote in Greek 
and uses the Greek terms for 
coins and soldiers. He evidences, 
too, a fondness for detail that is 
typically Grecian and he pauses to 
explain many Jewish customs with 
which the Greek reader would not 
be familiar, and which St. Mark 
would by-pass or mention briefly 
and St. Matthew would take for 
granted. 
Quite naturally, Luke gives 
what scholars consider the natural 
descent of Christ, while St. Mat- 
thew gives the descent according 
to Jewish law. abe strangely, it is 
Matthew, the Jew, who ins 
with the visit of the Gentile Wise 
Men while Luke, the Greek, de- 
trils the events of the Birth and 
the visit of the Jewish shepherds. 
St. John wrote in his old age. He 
supplies some important events 
which the other evangelists omit, 
among them the account of Jesus’ 
promise to give his flesh and blood 
as meat and drink to his follow- 
ers, essential to an understanding 
of His institution of the Eucharist 
at the Last Supper. But the last 
Gospel is more concerned with the 


uable for doctrine than for exter- 
nal events. 

These are the first and foremost 
historical documents in the his- 
torical study of Christ. They can- 
not be considered as inspired until 
the divinity of Jesus and the auth- 
ority of His Church are establish- 
ed, because it was the Church that 
declared the inspiration of the 
Gospels. Just as human accounts 
they bear the markings of simple, 
straightforward, honest accounts 
of what their writers had witness- 
ed (as in St. Matthew’s case) or 
had learned from’ eye-witnesses 
whose testimony they believed and 
who eventually sealed the truth of 
their teaching and belief with the 
red seal of martyrdom.

And Rogation Days Are Observed

NEAT Thursday is a Holy Day of Obligation, the Feast of+ 

the Ascension.. We all know that this is the 40th day af- 
ter Easter. It is the day when Christ ascended into heaven 
by His own power, and in the presence of His disciples. St. 


Mark describes the great event simply in these words: 


“So then the Lord, after

This is the paschal candle, which 
was blessed on Holy Saturday and 
lighted with the newly blessed fire.

eth into the world.” With His de- 
parture from the earth, the candle 
is extinguished for another year. 


Rogation Days 


The pashal candle is believed to 
have had its origin in the earliest 
customs of the Christians. On 
Easter Eve, or Holy Saturday, it 
was the custom in those first 
churches to have the baptism of 
the new converts on Saturday 
night. Mass for Easter was offered 
just after midnight. This celebra- 
tion of Holy Mass called for il- 
luminations, and especially large 
candles were used. So there devel- 
oped a large and beautifully decor- 
ated paschal candle, which symbol- 
izes for us the Risen Christ. 


One more observance of this 
coming week is not understood by 
many, nor is it as popular a devo- 
tion as it used to be, Reference is 
to the three Rogation Days, which 
fall on Monday, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday. They are days of solemn 
supplication to God.

Significant Findings 


An analysis of the questionnaire 


‘idata yields the following signifi- 


cant findings: 

The 409 couples ranked the six 
areas, from those requiring the 
most time to effect proper adjust- 
ments to those requiring the least 
time in the following order: 1. Sex 
relations. 2. Spending the family 
income. 3. Social activities and 
recreation. 4, In-law relationships. 
5. Religious activities. 6. Mutual 
friends. 


Regardless of age at marriage, 
years married, or years of educa- 
tion, husbands and wives listed the 
areas in the same order of diffi- 
culty. 


Approximately 10 per cent of the 
husbands and wives failed to reach 
a satisfactory adjustment in each 
of the six areas. : 

Husbands and wives were in 
agreement that it had taken longer 
to achieve adjustments in sex than 
in any other area. Nearly one-half 
reported unsatisfactory adjustment 
at the beginning. 
ception of 10 per cent, they effected 
adjustment within the first year 
or within an average of six years. 

A large percentage of the hus- 
bands reported that the adjust- 
ments in sex relations and in 
spending the family income had 
never been satisfactory, while 
more of the wives stated that the 
adjustment had never been satis- 
factory in social activities, in-law 
relations, religion, and association 
with mutual friends. 

The area ranking second to sex 
in difficulty of adjustment, accord- 
ing to both husbands and wives, 
was in spending the family income. 
Nearly half reported unsatisfactory 
adjustment at the beginning and 
required on the average of seven 
years to achieve the adjustment, 
though 10.3 per cent never suc- 
eeeded in this undertaking. 

When asked to state what has 
been the most difficult problem in 
achieving happiness in marriage, 
the couples ranked problems center- 
ing around the spending of the 
family income first, sex adjustment 
difficulty second, in-law troubles 
third, and a series of personality 
traits fourth.

But must not Our Divine Lord 
suffer the same bitter disappoint- 
ment when we refuse to show some 
respect to His Beloved Mother? 
And all the more so because of 
the way His life was bound up 
with hers, and how He willed that 
her life be bound up with us. 


This is -evident from the close 
relationship between the Marriage 
Feast of Cana and the Crucifixion! 
At Cana, the Gospel mentions the 
mother of Our Lord before men- 
tioning Him, saying: “And the 
mother of Jesus was there. And 
Jesus also was “invited” (John 
2:1, 2). The wine gave out at the 
wedding party, probably: due to the 
fact that Our Lord brought along 
all his disciples. The one who 
should have first noticed the short- 
age, and therefore the embarrass- 
ment of the guests, was the wine- 
steward. But the Mother of -Our 
Lord was actually the first, as if 
she anticipates our needs before we 
are aware of them! 


She tells Our Lord in such a 
simple way, as if So conscious of 
His Divine Power: “They have no 
wine” (John 2-3). She knew He 
could supply the deficiency! She 
was asking Our Lord to work His 
first miracle, to begin His Mission 
of Redemption, to launch the sal- 
vation of the world, and to pro- 
claim Himself the Son of the Liv- 
ing God. | 

The answer of Her Divine Son 
went back to the very beginning 
of the Scriptures, when after the 
fall of man, God promising a Sav- 
iour, said to the Devil: “I will es- 
tablish a.feud between thee and the 
woman, between thy offspring and 
hers” (Genesis 3:15). Now the cen- 
turies had whirled away, and the 
fulness of time had come, for here 
at a village marriage feast stood 
the Woman and Her offspring, 
Jesus Christ, True God and true 
man, ? 


The more forcibly to drive home 
the lesson that as man fell through 


sist in the redemption of man, Our 
ae Lord néw addresses her by 
that title of Universal Motherhood; 
He calls her Woman! She was His 
Mother, yes! But now that she had 
asked for His first public mani- 
festation of Divine Power, He im- 
plies that, she becomes bound up 
with all those whom He would re- 
deem! Now she is Mother of Christ, 
but when redemption would be 
completed, she would be the Wom- 
an, the Mother not only of Christ 
but also Our Mother. 


Work Of Salvation 


Our Divine Lord further hinted 
that her relationship to Him 
changes when He begins the work 
of salvation by suggesting: “What 
is mine, is thine; we are in this 
together, my Dear Mother!” He 
warned her that if He worked that 
miracle it would be the beginning 
of His Crucifixion and His Death. 
“My Hour is not yet come.” 


Our Lord always spoke at Cana 
of His Cross in terms of “My 
Hour.” He so often uses that word 
in relation to His Passion and 
Death. For example, when His 
enemies attempted to stone Him, 
Sacred Scripture: says: “And no 
man laid hands on him, because 
7 gpa was riot yet come” (John 
730), 


The night before He died, in the 
very shadow of the Cross, He 
prayed to His Heavenly Father: 
“Father, the hour is come” (John 
17:1). A little while Jater He said 
to the betraying Judas, who let 
loose the full tide of sin’s rebellion: 
“But this is your hour, and the 
power of darkness” (Luke 22:53). 
And now at Cana, for the first time 
He uses the expression: “My hour 
is not yet come.” 


In other words, He says: “Do 
you realize, Dear Mother, that as 
my Heavenly Father has already 
sent me on the work of redemp- 
tion, you are adding your will to 
His sending me to the Cross? Onee 
I change water into wine, an hour 
will come, when in death, the wine 
will be changed into blood. Know- 
ing this, do you still want to send 
me to Calvary for the healing of 
the hearts of men? Is it your will 
to become the Woman, or the 
Mother of men, as you are now the 
Mother of Me?”

He was hurt be- 
cause, even though He loved them, 
some did not care; because, even 
though He was God, some would 
not believe Him. That hurt Him. 
There was also a hurt of shame. 
To die on a cross was shameful. 
That means that it was something 
like being called a liar, or being put 
in jail, or being sent out of the 
United States because you are a 
Communist. It was bad. It was so 
bad that the Romans would not let 
their soldiers crucify ordinary 
Roman people. Your daddy, or 
mine, could never have been cruci- 
fied in those days. No matter what 
they did nobody could punish them 
that way.

History And 


T. ROSE ACADEMY is a high school for girls conducted 
by the Sisters of Providence of St. Mary-of-the-Woods, 
Indiana. The history of St. Rose is inseparably linked with 
that of the historic old town of Vincennes. 
sense, its very existence is due to the desire of the first Bishop 
of Vineennes, the scholarly and saintly Simon Brute, who

the inhabitants of the old French 
town, and wanted above all to pro- 
vide for their instruction and edu- 
cation in the Faith. His was a full 
realization of the immense import- 
ance of Catholic schools. 

The first school for girls was 
known as St. Claire’s Academy, 
and was directed by the Sisters of 
Charity of Nazareth, Kentucky. 
These Sisters were subsequently 
recalled to their motherhouse and 
were replaced by the Sisters of 
Emmitsburg, Maryland. The school 
at this time was called St. Mary’s 
Academy. 

Meanwhile the successor of Bish- 
op Brute, Bishop de la Hailandiere, 
had solicited in France the service 
of a community of Sisters who 
would remain permanently in the 
diocese of Vincennes for the 
schools. He secured a group from 
the Sisters of Providence at Ruille- 
sur-Loir. Under the leadership of 
the venerated Mother Theodore 
Guerin, six Sisters from this com- 
munity left their native ‘land to 
make a foundation at St. Mary-of- 
the-Woods, Indiana, in 1840. Three 
years later they were in Vincennes, 
and took over St. Mary’s Academy, 
by the arrangement of the Bishop. 

From 1843 to 1848 the school re- 
tained its location on Fifth and 
Market streets in what is known as 
the Bishop’s Block: In this “Female 
Academy” the young ladies stud- 
ied, in addition to the ordinary sub- 
jects usually taught, music, draw- 
ing, painting, French, the making 
of artificial flowers and Oriental 
painting. 

In 1848 the school was trans- 
ferred by Bishop Bazin to the 
former Seminary building at Sec- 
ond and Church streets, “in the 
shadow of the Cathedral.” It seems 
to have been during this period 
that the name was changed to “St. 
Rose Academy,” Here it was the 
“day school” for the girls of the 
parish, and a boarding school for 
resident students. During this early 
period Mother Theodore, the rever- 
ed foundress, was a frequent vis- 
itor. She assisted in the organi- 
zation of the school and the train- 
ing of the young Sisters engaged 
in teaching there. She aided in no 
lesser way with her encouragement 
and ready sympathy through dif- 
ficult beginnings. 

In 1876 another transfer came, 
this time to the famous old Col- 
lege building, which had served 
gto! to house in succession 

t. Gabriel’s College, the diocesan 
seminary, A Catholic orphange for 
boys, an Emergency Hospital for 
wounded soldiers, and a Catholic 
orphange for girls. It was now St. 
Rose Academy, convent of the Sis- 
ters of Providence, and grade and 
uek school for the girls of the par- 
ish. 

In 1884 the four blocks occupied 
by the school were purchased by 
the city in order that streets might 
be cut through. The old building 
was demolished. One half block was 
retained for the building of the 
new St. Rose Academy on Fifth 
and Seminary streets, its present 
location, 

During. the years since 1885, 
with.the opening of new parishes, 
St, Rese has become a central high 
school for all the Catholic girls of 
‘Vincennes. There is still, however, 
a strong link with the Old Cathed-

St. Rose, A permanent scholarship 
fund also has been established, by 
which seven full scholarships have 
been provided for girls from the 
various parishioners who deserve 
and need this assistance. 

Fifty-five girls from St. Rose 
have consecrated their lives to God 
in the community of the Sisters of 
Providence. 


Spirit 

The spirit of St. Rose is express- 
ed in its motto, Virtus cum Scientia 
(Virtue and Knowledge United), 
and has remained unchanged from 
the days when the major emphasis 
was placed on the training of 
young ladies in the ornamental 
branches of the modern age when a 
more practical, if a more prosaic 
curriculum is the order of the day. 
The spirit of a school is shown in 
the daily life of the students, it is 
true, but it is also exemplified in 
the events of school life held dear. 


‘Virtus’ 


The most important _ spiritual 
force in our school is our daily 
Mass. Each school day at St. Rose’ 
is blessed with the priceless privil- 
ege of Holy Mass, the students par- 
ticipating in a Missa Recitata. 
Neighboring Catholics also share 
this privilege in the lovely old 
semi-public chapel. 

Probably next in spiritual ad- 
vantages is our annual Retreat. 
Three days, usually at the begin- 
ning of the second semester in 
January, are set aside from world- 
ly interests that our minds and 
hearts may be turned entirely to 
God. During this time of recollec- 
tion and silence a noted Retreat 
Master is present to instruct and 
guide us on how to keep Christ in 
our souls on this earth and to be 
happy with Him in eternity, We 
look forward to these days. In- 
spirations that come at this time 
will be recalled by many of us long 
after we leave dear old St. Rose. 

Devotion to our Lady holds, of 
course, a unique place in our 
school. The Sodality has for its 
special purpose to foster love and 
imitation of the Blessed Virgin. 
Under October’s bright blue skies 
the Living Rosary on the school 
campus near the little grotto of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary is 
a colorful pageant. In the month of 
May comes the event best loved— 
the ceremony of May Crowning. 
Around the school Block the pro- 
cession winds, past the Grotto and 
into the Chapel, where it is the 
happy privilege of the Sodality 
Prefect to crown the statue of Our 
Lady at her flower-decked shrine. 
Our consecration to our Queen and 
Mother at that joyful moment is a 
memorable one. 

Sodality programs each month 
are taken over by the.home rooms 
in-succession, The liturgical theme 
of the month or season is used for 
these meetings as a rule. Lessons 
in Religion and their practical ap- 
emptor are effectively presented 
y means of talks, skits, and play- 
lets. Incidentally these programs 
afford opportunity for the use and 
development of much student tal- 
ent. One of our best programs this 
year was the presentation of the 
story of the apparitions of Our 
Lady, with appropriate tableaux. 
Student Sodalists are members of 
the Fighting 69th, also. 

The Mission Unit functions very 
efficiently. At the beginning of the 
year each student pledges the 
amount she wishes to contribute 
weekly to the Missions. The Mis- 
sion representative in each home 
room is responsible for the collec- 
tion of these quotas.

emphasis has shifted to courses 
that prepare the student for cols 
lege, business life, or the home. 
Formally accredited by the State 
of Indiana for many years, our 
courses are comparable to the ones 
offered in standard high schools— 
courses in science, mathematics, 
English, foreign language, history, 
commercial work, homemaking. 

Religion holds the honored place, 
as one would expect, with daily 
classes and special weekly instruc- 
tions from our chaplains, Monsig- 
nor Deery and Father Doll. Four 
years of English are considered es- 
sential, and in addition students 
are encouraged to enter essay con- 
tests and state high school achieve- 
ment examinations, in which they 
have acquitted themselves credit- 
ably. Three years of history are 
offered, three of mathematics, bi- 
ology, Latin, French, shorthand, 
typewriting, bookkeeping, health 
education, and homemaking. 
Through the cooperation of Lin- 
coln High School, two blocks away, 
our students have the opportunity 
of taking Art and chemistry, an 
opportunity of which may avail 
themselves. :

I am sure it is very true that 
when I entered graduate school I 
had a quite pleasing opinion of my- 
self as a daring and advanced 
thinker. And therefore it was not 
at all pleasant when I presently 
fell to suspecting that not only 
were my mental powers quite or- 
dinary but that had taken up 
advanced study with a prepara- 
tion rather below average. The 
intellectual competition was much 
stiffer than any I had previously 
known and it was not long before 
a certain loss of confidence and 
doubt of my abilities overtook me. 
The need for a great deal of seri- 
ous and careful study came home 
with considerable force, and I hope 
that I slipped a little from my al- 
titude of intellectual conceit. 

History, so Napoleon once said, 
is the only true philosophy. That 
observation, if not entirely true, at 
least suggests a great truth. The 
study of history does not always 
make men wiser, but it can and 
most certainly should do so. A 

osophy based on history, if that 
ry be true, is one based on 


‘experience, which is a very trust-

edge began gradually to liberate 
me from a number of lightly and 
superficially gained secondhand 
convictions. 


Once I had been quite sure that 
history taught us a number of 
definite and special lessons, that it 
was the great arsenal of proofs for 
such contentions as, for example, 
that mankind is steadily ascending 
through ever higher stages of 
progress toward some unseen but 
nevertheless highly desirable goal, 
that the human mind is growing 
wiser all the time, that justice 
grows ever more triumphant. But 
I slowly came to the conclusion 
that this was very largely non- 
sense, and I was able to perceive 
that a great deal of what I had 
called “progress” was only move- 
ment toward certain discernible 
(for those with eyes to see) ends 
which are anything but desirable. 
This altered point of view came 
very slowly and I shall not try to 
trace it now. 


Preoccupation with historical 
studies for some time did not weak- 
en my atheistic point of view. I 
wag, of course, learning how so- 
cially useful religion might be, but 
feeling at the same time no per- 
sonal need for it myself. I know 
that I came in time to the morally 
indefensible position that religion 
was a necessary instrument of so- 
cial control but quite unnecessary 
for the enlightened individual— 
an opinion which led at length to a 
sense of the miserable tragedy that 
men, in order to go on living, must 
believe in some figment of their 
imagination. The chief reason for 
this religious stagnation while en- 
grossed in history was, I realize 
now, that I had plunged into a 
fairly intensive study of the nine- 
teenth century before getting an 
adequate grasp on the larger his- 


tory of Christendom and Western 
culture, 

1 was studying closely the 
growth of liberalism, democracy, 
socialism, industry, capitalism, 
tariffs, imperialism, yr cggee 
constitutions, etc.; but the spir- 


itual heritage of more Christian 
times got almost no attention; and 
my study touched the churches 
only in reading with ap al of 
the successive disestablishments, 
and of the devastating attacks by 
science and the higher criticism 
upon what | still presumed 


to be 
essentially Christian orthodoxy. 
In brief, it was only the 


long an exotic plant in my garden 
of liberalism and _ revolution—a 
relic of the Dark Ages which would 
pass with the onward march of 
progress, and which was not quite 
irrelevant to the really significant 
movements in modern civilization. 
It and the whole thing for which 
it spoke seemed the unwearied op- 
ponents of a higher level of culture 
and therefore doomed to go down. 

I did not even admire the ven- 
erable monarchy, for I was read- 
ing such books as Thayer’s Dawn 
of Italian Independence, which 
paints an almost wicked picture of 
the popes a century ago. The 
Church and its head seemed the 
implacable and unreformable ene- 
mies of a freer and more humane 
world, the allies of Meternich, the 
Ferdinands, and all the despotic 
crowned conspirators against the 
rights of man. I was almost: in- 
stinctively on the side of the Car- 
bonari, the Free Masons, and all 
the anti-clerical —revolutionaries, 
and remained there even long after 
Il had formed more critical judg- 
ments upon their behavior. 

The second year in graduate 
school brought my first systematic 
and really fruitful inquiry into 
medieval civilization. A course in 
the institutions of the Middle Ages 
fave me an insight into the con- 
stitutional growth of the Church, 
Roman and barbarian law, and 
early monarchical institutions. The 
course was an advanced one, pre- 
supposing on the part of the stu- 
dents a considerable fund of 
knowledge about the general char- 
acter of medieval culture, and I 
found it necessary to read widely 
in order to understand what the 
professor was talking about. Up 
to that time there can be no doubt 
whatever that my ignorance of the 
Middle Ages was nothing short of 
scandalous: for me it was all a 
kind of black chasm bounded on 
the one side by Merovingian bar- 
barity and on the other by 
Petrarch’s sonnets and the bril- 
liance of the Renaissance. 

All that my undergraduate sur- 
vey had left with me were hazy 
notions of monkery, baronial law- 
lessness, barbaric crusades—an 
age when the ablest minds are said 
to have eschewed all interest. in 
this world and pondered the prob- 
lem of how many angels could 
dance on the head of a pin 

Some of the emperors who war- 
red upon the Popes, Henry IV and 
the great Fredericks for example, 
had made a favorable and lasting 
impression on me, as had giants 
like Hildebrand and Innocent III. 

I remember liking very much 
Peter Abelard and Arnold of 
Brescia, for if a man got into 
trouble with the Church I felt 
vaguely that he must have been 
contending rightly. 

St. Bernard left me cold, and so 
did Dominic; the only saint I think 
1 really liked was the immortal 
Francis, although that was not 
because I knew anything about 
him but because I had got the im- 
pression he was something of a 
“liberal.” 

As for the multitude of heretics 
in that age I thought of them as 
unfortunate martyrs to the cause 
of religious liberty. This confes- 
sion of abysmal ignorance should 
not be taken as a reflection upon 
my professor, for the truth is I 
never gave his course the atten- 
tion it undoubtedly deserved. I 
have now taught long enough my- 
self to know how possible it is, 
especially in the study of medieval 
history, for students te come out 
from a course with a passing mark 
but with minds immaculately un- 
spotted by any sound information 
and genuine understanding.

Later, when the will of God took 
her Son to found His Church, be- 
hold a mother’s solicitude on every 
occasion.

Mother's Many Tasks 


It has fallen to the lot of the 
mother to hold the most unique 
place in the home: To her husband, 
an attentive and faithful wife; -to 
her children, a loving and devoted 
mother; often also to other domes- 
ties, a tender and consoling helper 
or advisor. Then, too, there are 
frequently strenuous demands 
made upon her outside the home, 
such as church and schoo! affairs, 
to say nothing of other unavoidable 
social engagements.

In dismay, she avers: “What can | 
do? How accomplish all?”
